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PHILANDER KNOX. 
Senator Philander Knox of Pennsyl­ 
vania, is an interesting figure in Amer­ 
ican politics and a figure that is loom­ 
ing larger just now than at any time 
since he held the office of secretary of 
state. 
Indeed Mr. Knox may well be 
regarded as a more influential factor 
now than he was at that time. Much 
of what goes on at Washington seems 
to revolve around him. The recent in­ 
cident by which he was honored by a 
visit from the president who spent two 
or three days at the senator’s summer 
home at Valley Forge indicates the 
trend toward this. 
Of late Mr. Knox has been known 
to the country as the author of the 
Knox resolution. 
There are other ac­ 
tivities or aspects of Mr. Knox that are 
of more immediate interest. 
It is said 
that his influence is very largely re­ 
sponsible for the new spirit of exclu­ 
siveness that has become so plainly ob­ 
servable in the senate. 
He is at the 
head 
of the 
senatorial 
committee 
which has brought about the changes 
that have created this new atmosphere 
and the metamorposis is generally at­ 
tributed to him. 
But perhaps the most interesting de­ 
velopment with 
respect to 
Senator 
Knox is found in the widespread be­ 
lief that he is slated to succeed to the 
position of political 
arbiter 
so long 
held by his 
colleague, 
Senator Pen­ 
rose. The story seems to be more than 
a mere rumor, and color is given it by 
the fact that Mr. Knox is very close 
to the president— as evidenced by the 
latter’s visit to the senator’s home at 
Valley Forge— and by the further fact 
that Mr. Knox has been given a far 
larger share of patronage 
than Mr. 
Penrose. 
There are some who attrib­ 
ute to this situation the sudden and 
unexpected departure of Senator Pen­ 
rose from Washington the other day. 
Be this as it may, it is evident that 
Senator Knox has become a power in 
the land. If Secretary of State Hughes 
is made chief justice of the supreme 
court, perhaps Mr. Knox might be in­ 
duced to give up his senatorship to 
resume his old office of secretary of 
state. It may be significant that Pres­ 
ident Harding has just referred to him 
as one of the nation’s “ablest states­ 
men.” 
Certainly all the Bitter-enders 
would rejoice if he should be put in as 
successor to Secretary Hughes.

Congress ought to learn a lesson from 
the fact that Mr. Herrick hesitated for 
a long time before accepting the ap­ 
pointment because the niggardly pol­ 
icy of congress toward the diplomatic 
service will compel him to draw heavi­ 
ly upon his own 
private 
fortune in 
meeting the expenses of the ambassa­ 
dorship. 
President Harding deserves as much 
praise for this appointment as he de­ 
served criticism for the Harvey ap­ 
pointment. 
But the contrast serves to 
show the perniciousness of permitting 
political debts to dictate in such mat­ 
ters, rather than fitness and service. 
Harvey demanded the English post as 
pay for what he did for the party to 
which he came as a 1920 recruit and 
the president obeyed the demand. Mr. 
Herrick was given the French place 
because he was the man in the repub­ 
lican party best capable of holding it 
with credit and honor. 
Quite a con­ 
trast is there not?
